Swing-Johnson Bill to be 
Supported Only in Event of 
Rights Being Guarded 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON. April 12.—The 
four States of the upper Colorade 
River basin are not anxious to 
have Congress enact the so-called 
Swing-Johnson bill for develop- 
ment of the lower river, Commis- 
sioner Hopkins of Wyoming told 
the House Committee on Irriga- 
tion and Reclamation today. 
The upper States are willing, 
however, to clear the path for 
such legislation providing their tn- 
terests are congerved, Mr. Hopkins 
said. He asserted that Wyoming, 
Utah, New Mexico and Colorado 
prefer as precedent to any action 
on the river unreserved ratification 
of the Colorado River compact by 
jain seven of the interested States. 
Further consideration by the 
House committee of amendments 
to the Swing-Johnson bill ovro- 
posed by the upper basin States 
was postponed when it was found 
that all the amendments had not 
been included in the latest com- 
mittee print of the bill.

She was accompanied by 
approximately seventy-five other 
women from all sections of the 
United States.

The poor man plays cards in a 
cheap political club and is arrested 
in a raid; the wealthy man gam- 
bles for high stakes in a fashion- 
able club and escapes. 

The liquor laws, the vice laws, 
the gambling laws are all class leg- 
isiation. The poor cannot afford 
to buy good liquor at today’s boot- 
leg prices, if they can buy it at all. 
They drink cheap poison liquor 
and pay high prices for it. The 
wealthy man either stocked up be- 
fore prohibition, or else buys it at 
his club or his hotel. 

So, the divine right of position 
rules, and the police plod on, op- 
posed by the forces of evil, with 
their skilled lawyers with millions 
of dollars, fighting lawyersand un- 
supported even by those very peo- 
ple who loudly clamor for law 
and order, but will do nothing to 
aid the police in upholding’ lw 
and order.

SHORTRIDGE DECLARES 


STECK CASE NOT PROVEN 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Sen- 
ator Shortridge of California, who 
had been regarded as a strong sup- 
porter of Daniel F. Steck, in the 
Iowa Senatorial controversy, spoke 


saying that “I have reached the 
conclusion that the contestant, 
Mr. Steck, has not established his 
‘Tight to a seat in this body.” The 
California Genator was paired with 
Senator Dupont of Delaware. 

Senator Shortridge said: 

“Mr. President, under the Con- 
stitution the State determines who 
are electors; the State enacts laws 
for the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise, for primary and genera! 
elections, for counting votes cast 
and for whom, and for certifying 
to the result. We are brought 
then face to face with this ques- 
tion, which we must answer; I 
must answer at any rate: Sha]jl we 
ignore the constitution and laws 
of a State and the result of an elec- 
tion certified to by the Governor 
or the authorized agent of that 
State? I cannot too strongly em- 
phasize how deeply I feel upon 
that question. To ignore the laws 
of a State. searching out for the 
‘so-called ‘intent of the voter’ 
would be to ignore the dual form 
of our government—an ‘indestruc- 
tible union made up of indestruc- 
tible States" .To do Mr. 
President, would be to degrade the 
State, to deprive it of an integra! 
portion of its sovereignty. and to 
impair the structure reared by the 
wisdom of our ancestors. It is 
conceivable that by doing so a ma- 
 Jority of this body, swept away by 
party passion, in the arrogance of 
power, might deprive a State of a 
voice in this chamber. 

“Mr. President, I have said that 
an issue is raised in this case that 
lifts thie contest far above persons.

Mt. Wilson Scientist Makes 
Instrument to Record Sun's 
Healing Capacity 


A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

TUCSON (Aris.) April 12.-—-A 
simple instrument—compared with 
others for the same purpose—has 
been perfected for measuring the 
intensity of the healing short rays 
of the eun by Dr. EB. Petit of the 
Mt. Wilson Observatory staff of 
the Carnegie institution. The ap- 
paratus will be installed in the 
desert sanatorium here by Dr. D. T. 
MacDougal of the Carnegie Desert 
Laboratory 


“The instrument apparatus is 
capable of great precision and will 
prove invaluabje in st.dying the 
benefits of various light waves to 
patients,” said Dr. MacDougal. “Tt 
consists essentially of a small 
chamber containing a thermo- 
couple sensitive to the short rays. 
The chamber is mounted on an 
astronomical clock which focusses 
a tubular lens opening directly on 
the sun throughout the day. A 
continuous graphic record is kept. 
The machine needs virtually no at- 
tention whereas the spectroscopic 
methods of measuring the rays re- 
quire con t attention.” 

Dr. MacDougal explained that 
the necessary element in the in- 
strument’s construction is an ex- 
tremely thin layer of silver de- 
posited upon a sheet of quartz used 
as a liens. The silver coating of 
the right thickness permits only the 
short rays to pass and affect the 
thermocouple. A recording g2!- 
vanometer attached to this puts 
the findings in graphic form. 

“In addition to registering the 
constantly of 
the short rays, . MacDougal 
added. “the instrument similarly 
will record the green light ra 
giving a basis of comparison valu- 
able to the astronomer and which 
may have not yet 
determined, to the physiologist.”

GOVERNOR HAS 


EXPERTS INVESTIGATE 
At the official request of Gov. 
Richardson, Liovd L. Root, engi- 


neer in charge of the State Min- 
ing Bureau, has made a special! in- 
vestigation of the Western Lead 
Mining Company's claims in Inyo 
county, it Was revealed yesterday 
at the public hearing in connec- 
tion with the State Corporation 
Department's investigation tq de- 
termine ff the mle of Western 
Lead stock is unfair of inequitable. 

Called to the witness stand late 
in the afternoon by a subpoena 
lesued at the request of C. C. Ju- 
lian, Root admitted that he had 
examined the property, but re- 
fused to disclose the result of his 
findings until he has first made his 
report to the Governor. He left 
Los Angeles last night for Sacra- 
mento. 

While on the witness stand Root 
stated that twe weeks ago the 
Governor called him into special 
conference and asked him what he 
knew about the mining «claims. He 
knew nothing. he told the Gover- 
nor, and was ordered to make & 
thorough investigation and sub- 
mit @ direct report to the Gever- 
nor, Root said. He also disclosed 
that he was on the Western Lead 
clainw for the greater part of last 
week. 

From the fact that a subpoena 
aleo was at Julian’s request 
for State Mineralogiat Tucker, it 
was deduced by those in attend- 
ance at the hearing that he had 
made a similar examination at 
Gov. R rdson's request. 

Another sensation at.the hear- 
ing was the general ruling by Dep- 
uty Commissioner Walther. pre- 
siding officer, that the room would 
be cleared of the large number in 
attendance if any further out- 
breaks of handclapping or laugh- 
ter occurred. This ruling was 
made during the morning session 
after the proceedings had been fn- 
terrupted as they were at previous 
times during the past five days.

Ruddenly, about fifteen years ago, 
a terrible disease arose in the 
South and it grew like the prover- 
bial mushroom, almost in a single 
night. The manifestations of the 
disease on the skin were so repul- 
sive that it was likened to lep- 
rosy. it was nearly always ° 
elated with grave intestinal and 
mental symptoms, the mental 
symptoms to the verge of insanity 
in some cases. 

The disease was very baffling 
and mvseterious and it became «a 
very serious problem. It is Pel- 
lagra (and it is still a grave prob- 
lem in the South.) It was noticed 
that it avrneared more among the 
poorer people who ate considerable 
refined corn, and as this had ap- 


corn was consumed, it was thought 
to be due to a fungus growth 
which spoiled the corn. Later it 
was thought due to an obscure in- 
fection (germ) favored by unsani- 
tary 

In 1914, the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service began a series 
of etudies of this disease. Gold- 
berger and his associates in the 
service studied cases that could be 
controlled in hospitals and institu- 
tions, and this is what they found: 

Pellagra is a disease due wholly 
to a deficinet diet, especially one 
that is lacking in vitamins and bio- 
logically complete protein (the tis- 
sue-bullding element in food,) and 
no pellagra develops in those who 
consume a mixed. well-varied diet. 
In the course of hig studies in a 
southern orphanage, Goldberger 
found that 75 per cent of the chil-

When Alexander Graham Bell. 
inventor of the telephone, held his 
first public demonstration of telo- 
Phonic connection it was between 
Boston and Salem. sixteen miles. At 
one end of the line was Mr. War- 
man, who in nse to Bell's 
question over the telephone gave 
his rame. “That wae in 1876," 
Mr. Warmap related. 

Mrs. Fennell related how her fa- 
ther. R. R. Haines, superintendent 
in. Los .Angeles for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, staged 
the first demonstration here, she 
believes, in 1878. The line ran 
froin the Haines home to the West- 
ern Union offices. A musica! enter- 
tainment was given in the home, 
while leading citizens at the office

LONDON ENSEMBLE 
DISPLAYS ARTISTRY

The London String Quartet 
played to a distinguished audience 
of muste lovers at the Auditorium 
last night, choosing the well-known 
Haydn Quartet in C, with the fa- 
mous theme and variations; the 
Dvorak Quartet in F and two short 
numbers by McEwen and Kreisier, 
augmented by the Andante Canta- 
bile from the Tschaikowsky quar- 
tet and part of the Borodine. 
The London ensemble has been 
a unit for eighteen years and time 
certain tells with a string quar- 
tet. ese players are rhythmi- 
eally and tonally at one. Their 
work is polished to a high degree 
and es far as the ear can detect, 
there is never the slightest varia- 
tion in the musical intentions of 
the four. 

The fact that they only spend 
t months of the year on tour 
in America, makes that short time 
a strenuous transcontinental trip- 
ping, and in comparing their work 
with that of last year the effect of | 
such a tremendous effort is de- 
cidedly detrimental. They heve 
not the same verve and this year 
their intonation was not unVaria- 
bie. Their concert last season was 
an outstanding event. This year 
one was led to believe that the 
place for quartets is nearer home 
where they ¢an be at their best. 

The choice of program was dis- 
appointing to the type of audience 
which chamber music attracts.

PLAYDOM 
RELENTLESS IN IDEA 


THE LULLABY' PRESENTS 
SOMBER IMPRESSION 


By Kdwin Schallert 

The mother-love theme has as- 
sumed various guises and disguises 
during the long course of its 
evolvement in the theater, but it 
has seldom worn more penitential 
garments or gone on a more mel- 
ancholy piligrimage than 
which takes place during the un- 
folding of “The Lullaby,” the cur- 
rent production at the Playhouse. 

Thig stage piece was written by 
Edward Knobloch, the author of 
“Kismet,” but if you recollect that 
richly bedecked extravaganza, 
made famous some years ago by 
Otls Skinner, you would never be- 
lieve it—except for the mention of 
the fact on the program. 

In any event, “The Lullaby” may 
be somewhat serenely described as 
an experience, and if you are not 
greatiy in need of gayety you may 
enjoy the fascination that it exerts 
which ts in a degree colorful and 
varied, and at times melodra- 
matically poignant. Its peculiar 
relentiessness ia, at least, thought- 
provoking. 

“The Lullaby” was, as I recall 
it, written about the time that 
Knobloch was taking part in the 
production of “The Thief of Bag- 
dad” for the screen, sojourning tn 
California, and it was played ip 
both New York and London short- 
ly afterward. It is unlike any othe 
play of Als that I can at the me- 
ment recall, although it has somr- 
thing of that epical quality-—if one 
might call it that——-which ts char- 
acteristic of “Tiger. Tiger.” By 
thie I mean, that. though i com- 
prises only three acta, are 
no less than elght scenes, as well 
as @ prologue and an epilogue, and 
much space and time are covered 
— much more than in “Tiger, 
Tiger.” 

The main plot is told in cutback 
form, not an unfamiliar device, 
when the motif is somewhat trag- 
teal. And tt is the story of a 
woman who 4 to the depths of 
degradation. er effort to re 
strain a young girl from follow- 
ing a similar course by telling her 
this story forms the prologue and 
the epilogue, though the effect of

“The Lullaby” m easily be

There are spots 
in it that are not in hie usually 
quite eloquent style unfortunately. 
The realism of the piece is too 
often submerged in eentimentaliem, 
and the effect is heavy at times 
rather than convincing.

Whether you like it or not, 
“The Lullaby” is at any rate 
play that cannot be summarily 
dismissed as uninteresting, because 
it is not conventionally entertain- 
ing. It has to a degree that per- 
vading feeling that all Knobloch’s 
plays have, though in this case he 
does not seem to define his emo- 
tion quite ag well as usual, and re- 
sorta, when hard-pressed, to the 
trick theatrical.
